14.—The signal station here reports 
that a large Are was seen last night 
in the direction of Fort de France, 
Martinique. 


The British steam er Savan, Captain 
H unter .arrived here this morning and 
reports Mont Pelee to be still in 
eruption. 
The trend of the glow from 
the volrano is to the north. 


The search parties which are re­ 
moving the dead from St. Pierre have 
discovered safes and molten precious 
nietal in stores and dwellings of the 
town. 
No one is permitted to pene­ 
trate into St. Pierre beyond the strand 
running along the sea front, and a cor­ 
don of soldiers has been placed around 
the town. 
The St. Pierre cathedral 
is all down with the exception of one 
tower, and of the theater the walls 
alone are now standing. 
The con­ 
vent which contained 20 girls and 3(i 
nuns has disappeared, as has the col­ 
lege where 70 boys and 22 priests and 
professors were domiciled. 


Many thrilling and hairbreadth es­ 
capes from the eruption of Mont Pelee 
are reported. 


ST. PIERRE’S SURVIVOR

London, May 15.—The correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at Barbadoes, B. W. 
I., who visited St. Pierre on board the 


royal mail steam er Solent, has learned 
from a Dr. Artier, who miraculously 
escaped the disaster, that when the 
governor of Martinique, M. L. Mouttet, 
and the insular officials had declared 
that all danger from an eruption of 
Mont Pelee was past, a cordon of 
armed soldiers and 
policemen was 
placed around the town to prevent the 
people from leaving. 
Dr. Artier, how­ 
ever, went to the suburb of Morne 
Rouge. 
He was riding back to St. 
Pierre when the explosion occurred. 
He turned and fled precipitately across 
the mountains to Fort de France. 


With the exception of a prisoner 
who was confined in a dungeon at the 
time of the explosion. Dr. Artier is 
really the sole survivor of St. Pierre. 


THE DIXIE EN ROUTE

TWO THOUSAND DEAD IN 
GUATEMALA EARTHQUAKE

“It is estimated that 2.000 people 
were killed, 'tuey were still removing 
the dead when we sailed,

ful, and to avert a pestilence uie gov­ 
ernm ent has been compelled to employ 
large gangs of men to clear the wreck­ 


age of the dead.

Captain H arris said that the m er­ 
chants were doing all in tneir power 
to alleviate the poor and the dis­ 
tressed.

Washington, May 1 4 — Manuel Ri- 
onda, of the sugar brokerage house of 
Czarnikow, McDougal & Co., of Now 
York, London, and other cities, re­ 
sumed his testimony before the sen­ 
ate committee on Cuban relations to­ 
day, being under cross-examination by 
Mr. Teller. 
He said that his house 
now has stored in Cuba about 14.non 
tons of sugar which is owned by vari­ 
ous refineries of the United States. 
His firm had made financial advances 
to the owners of the Cuban plantations 
and had contracts with these plan­ 
tations by which they agree to sell 
their entire product through the house 
represented by Mr. Rionda. 


Mr. Rionda said that if the reci­ 
procity bill should pass as it now 
stands it would have the effect of re­ 
pealing the countervailing duties on 
sugars from European countries pro­ 
vided by the Dingley law and in that 
event not many years woulu elapse 
before the sugar-refining business of 
the United States 
would become a 
thing of the past. 
This rem ark was 
marie applicable to the beet sugar pro­ 
duction of the United States and the 
sugar production of Puerto Rico and 
Hawaii. 
W e would then got all our 
sugar from Germany. 
Not being a 
refiner, he declined to say what would 
be the effect of a repeal of the differ­ 
ential duty on refined sugar. 


The w itness said 
that, with the 
countervailing duties 
in 
enect. the 
United States is the principal market 
for the cane sugar of the world. So 
per cent, of it coming to this country. 
The cane sugar, he said, gets the 
benefit of th e countervailing rates, 
but there are times when the market 
conditions reverse this situation. 


Edw ard G. Leavitt, president and 
m anager of the Standard Beet Sugar 
company of Leavitt, Neb., said he had 
been identified with the beet interests 
for the p ast 13 years, but never had 
been associated in any way with Mr. 
Oxnard. 
His factory had been in ex­ 
istence about two years and its capac­ 
ity is now 60 tons of sugar per day. 
He took ,issue with Mr. Rionda on the 
point that the Cuban planters gel the 
benefit of the countervailing duty on 
European sugars, contending that the 
treasury • statistics show that for the 
past year the refineries had absorbed 
that entire benefit.

United States. 
He argued that there 
is virtually only one purchaser for 
raw sugar in the United States, leav­ 
ing no competition worth speaking of. 
History had shown that the Cuban 
does not store his sugar. 


"Hence," he added, ‘‘the conclusion 
is logical that if wo seek to give to 
the cuhan planter a further advantage 
of 33 cents per hundred weight, as it 
is sought by the pending legislation to 
do, he will be very little better able 
to realize that advantage than he is 
to realize the existing advantage.” 


Speaking of the Brussels agreement, 
Mr. Leavitt said that its cfteet would 
be to place sugar production on a 
normal basis and that when carried 
into effect Cuban 
sugar 
po longer 
would be obliged to compete with 
countries paying enormous bounties 
to their sugar producers. 
Another ef­ 
fect would be the restoration of the 
sugar refining business of England, 
making that country a competitor with 
the United States in purchasing Cuban 
sugar and thus give Cuba access to 
the world's market.

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ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 


Paris, May 11.—The Temps today, referring to the 
destruction of St. 
Pierre says: 
“We believe, from the information received here from the island of 
Martinique, (meaning doubtless the official despatches) that the disaster 
surpasses all that imagination can conceive. 
The whole northeastern por­ 
tion of the island is laid waste. 
Three large communities, exclusive of 
St. Pierre have been destroyed. 
The victims comprise two candiuates for 
today's balloting for members of the chamber of deputies.'' 
A dispatch received here today from Fort I)e l'rance. Martinique, says: 
“All the hills surrounding he Carbet and I.e Precheur (near St. Pierre) 
are covered with refugees to the number of about 5.000. who are being taken 
away gradually. In the meanwhile provisions are being conveyed to them. 
"Of the thirty persons who were originally 
rescued 
by the French 
cruiser Suchet, the majority were fearfully burned and nine died while on 
their way to the hospital. 
"The corpses which are heaped in the ruins of St. Pierre are not only 
completely naked but are frightfully mutilated." 
The minister of marine, M. De I.anessan, today, received a cable dis­ 
patch from the commander of the French cruiser Suchet, dated Fort I)e 
France, Martinique, saying that he conducted a search at St. Pierre yester­ 
day. 
The captain reports that the town is now a mere heap of smoking 
ruins, under which the victims of the catastrophe are buried. 
The Suchet: 
was able to convey some of the inhabitants of Le Precheur to Fort De France 
but could not reach the northernmost part of the island, on account of 
the dense rain of ashes. 
The captain of the Suchet further reported that the Mont Pelee vol­ 
cano still had a threatening aspect yesterday evening. 
Subterranean roar­ 
ings were still heard, flashes of flame frequently belched from the volcano 
and stones were thrown out with immense force. 
A dispatch received at the colonial offices here today from Fort De France 
says that there is no doubt that Governor Mouttei, and the commander of 
the troops at St. Pierre. Coloned Dain, are dead. 
Other dispatches confirm the reports that the American and British 
consuls and their families perished. 
M. Bloch, inspector of finance, and M. Labarthe, the colonial ministers' 
secretary, who have been dispatched by the government to Martinique, 
sailed from Brest today on the French cruiser D'Assas, which carries money, 
provisions and other stores for the relief of the Martinique sufferers. 
A French cable official who went to St. Pierre reports that the company’s 
>011106 has burned to ashes, and that there is no trace of the staff. 
This 
official adds that the cremation of the bodies of the victims has begun, and 
that the cable steamer Poyeur Quertier is proceeding to repair the Northern 
cable. 
The waves of lava are still reported to be flowing northward. 
They 
have extended even to Le Carbet. 
The candidates for election to the French chamber of deputies, w'ho 
perished at St. Pierre were MM. Percin and Le Clerc. 
The colonial minister has negotiated a relief distribution committee, 
consisting of himself and \i. De Crais, former colonial minister, the colonial 
members of the chamber of deputies, the colonial senators and a number of 
commercial men. 
The first meeting of this committee will occur Tuesday. 
The British ambassador. Sir Edmund J. Monson, called at the Elvsee 
palace this afternoon and communicated to President Loubet personally, 
the sympathy of king Ed warn. 


DETAILS VIA FORT DE FRANCE 
Fort De France, Island of Martinique, May 11.—Advices received here to­ 
day from the vicinity of St. Pierre (ten miles from here) contain further 
details of the terrible volcanic upheaval which resulted in the utter destruction 
of that town and the death of nearly all its inhabitants. 
The crater of Mont Pelee has been wearing its ‘ smoke cap" since the 
third of May. but there was nothing until last Monday to indicate that 
there was the slightest danger. 
On that day a stream of boiling lava burst 
through the top of the crater and plunged into the valley of the river Blanche, 
overwhelming the Guerin sugar works and killing 23 people, and the son of the 
proprietor. 
A committe was appointed by the governor to investigate the outbreak, 
and it returned a reassuring report on Wednesday evening. But about 8 
O'clock on Thursday morning a shower of fire rushed down on St. Pierre, 
and the coast, from Le Carbet, which has a population of fj.oOO to Le 
Precheur, which had a population of 4.000. burning up everything in its path. 
Throughout Thursday, the heat in the vicinity of St. Pierre was so 
intense, and the stream of flowing lava was so unremitting that it was 
impossible to approach the town during the early part of the day. 
As even­ 
ing approached the French cruiser Suchet after a heroic battle with the 
suffocating heat and sulphur fumes, succeeded in making a dash toward 
the shore, nearing the land close enough to enable her to take off 30 sur­ 
vivors of the disaster, all of whom were terribly burned and mutilated. 
St. Pierre 
at that time was an absolute, smoking waste, concealing 30,000 
corpses, whose rapid decomposition necessitated, in some cases, instantly 
completing their cremation which was only partially accomplished by the 
lava. 
The inhabitants of Fort De France were panic stricken the morning of 
the disaster when the sky suddenly blackened until it was as dark as mid­ 
night. The sea shrank back 30 yards, and hot rain began to fall, while gravel 
the size of walnuts poured down on the town. 
This lasted about 15 minutes. 
The 450 survivors who were brought here yesterday from the vicinity of 
St. Pierre by the French cable repair ship Pouyer Guertier came from the 
town of Le Precheur. where, surrounded on all sides by flowing lava, they 
were nearly roasted to death and expected momentarily to be engulfed. 
The work of relief is progressing here on the most extensive scale possi­ 
ble, but in anticipation of disturbances the treasury building and the ware­ 
houses are guarded by troops. 
The latest reports received here showed that lava continues to pour down 
the slopes of the mountain, slowly engulfling the whole north side of the 
island, while fresh crevasses are continually opening.

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THE CATASTROPHE AT MARTINIQUE. 
A 


S T H E IN F O R M A T IO N regarding the volcanic 
eruption in the island of Martinique becomes more 
definite, the overwhelming nature of the horrible 
catastrophe is fully sustained. 
At the present 
time, from the best information at hand.it appears that a 


city of some 25,000 persons has been wiped out of exist­ 
ence with scarcely a survivor, and that in the neighbor­ 
ing districts, some 15,000 more people have lost their 


lives. 
Terrible as this catastrophe is, it is not entirely with­ 
out precedent. 
The city of Pompeii was destroyed in a 
vèry sim ilar fashion, and other cities have met a like 
fate. 
The terrible volcanic eruptions in Japan a few 
years ago. and the memorable catastrophe in the East 
Indian sea, where an entire island was blown to pieces 
by volcanic violence, are among recent instances of this 
kind. 
The prevalent idea among geologists is that a volcanic 
éruptióñ is the manifestation of a similar force to that 
which results in steam boiler explosions. 
In other words, 
it is steam, and not fire, that is the source of the power 


that causes the earthquake and drives the ashes and lava 
from the volcano's mouth. 
The precise nature of the fate that overtook the 
inhabitants of St. Pierre is somewhat a matter of con­ 
jecture, although it probably was not different from that 
of the people of Pompeii. 
Showers of hot stones and 
lava with heavy ashes and hot rain descended upon the 
city, and these were doubtless accompanied by volumes 
of noxious or flaming gases. 
The people of the doomed city undoubtedly had warn- 
iflgs of the approaching catastrophe, but none of them 
could have predicted its extent or realized to the full 
the danger to which they were subjected. 
Earthquakes 
fiiid volcanic eruptions were not unknown in the island, 
büt the present catastrophe cxrccdccl anything previously 
recorded. 
W hen the people realized the magnitude of 
thè danger, it was too late to escape from it, and even 
the Ships in the harbor were burned and destroyed by 
the terrible flames that swept down from the mountain 
through the air. 


IMMIGRATION INCREASING. 


C C O RD IN G to the newspaper reports. 12,000 im- 
A 


migrants landed at New York last Saturday and 
Sunday. 
Evidently the tide of immigration is 
increasing and it is tim ely to consider what, if 
anything, should be done to safeguard the interests of 
the nation from these swarms of immigrants. 
Certain general facts seem to be well established 


as the result of experience and observation at the A t­ 
lantic seaports. 
The number of immigrants from southern Europe is 
rapidly increasing, while that from northern Europe is 
decreasing, at least proportionately. 
A large part of the present immigration is due to the 
uublhesa activity of the transportation companies rather 
than to a personal initiative on the part of individuals 
desiring to better their conditions. 
The present laws against undesirable immigrants are 
producing valuable results, but there is an evident need 
of further restrictions. 
The evil results of undesirable immigration are ap­ 
parent in many eastern cities of this country, and these 
evils are not apparently likely to disappear in the near 
future under present conditions. 
The naturalization laws of this country are not cal­ 
culated for a large body of immigrants, untrained in 
self-government and unfamiliar with the institutions of 
this country. 
If the intelligent and the unintelligent, 
the free citizen and the half-enslaved peasant must be 
treated alike, then the general average ought to be 
considered, and the conditions of naturalization be made 
such that the government of the larger cities of the 
country is possible only through the operations of the 
“ boBS,” who controls the votes of thousands of natural­ 
ized Americans 'who vote only as they are told. 


It is by no means certain that the infusion of blood 
from southern Europe is going to be a bad thing for the 
nation. 
Generally speaking, the more diverse elements 
welded together in the making of a nation the more 
strength it has. 
The nations of southern Europe have 
been leaders in the world’s progress and they are still 
leaders in the world’s art. 
Italian and Greek and Hun­ 
garian ipay help towards the making of the American of 
the future. 
To exclude all immigrants from any Euro­ 
pean race would be unreasonable, but that is no reason 
why we should take them all immediately into our citi- 
eenship, or give our cities over to plunder to the man 
who fregt contrives a w ay to bend them to his will. 


BALLOON OR AEROPLANE. 


air, and then has tried to direct his course by suitable 
motives. 
The difficulty is that the balloon presents such 
a surface to opposing winds that it is almost impossible 


to drive it in the desired direction, except in a calm. 
But there is no doubt that a series of experiments along 
this line will bring such knowledge as to make it possible 
to dispense more and more with the sustaining balloon, 
and to rely more and more upon aeroplanes. 
Possibly this was what Mr. Edison had in mind when 
he counselled m!. Santos Dumont. not to do away with the 
balloon altogether, but to reduce it to a minimum. 


DR. HALE’S THREE RULES. 


liM O S T from the first experiments in aerial navi­ 
gation, things that fly in the air have been 
divided into two classes, those which are heavier 
than the air and support themselves by some 
mechanical force, and those w'hich are lighter than the 
a ir and rise in it by their own lack of weight. 
Of the 
first class, the fam iliar examples are the bird, which 
flies by its own muscular power, and the kite, which is 
sustained by the force of the wind exerted contrary to 
the retaining power of the string. 
Of the second class, 
the most fam iliar example-is the balloon, which rises 
because it is lighter as a whole than the air which it 
displaces. 


The balloon is favorite as a means of experiment, 
because it is comparatively easy to manage, and does 
not depend upon the continued exertion of force to keep 
it in the air. 
It is, however, the opinion of many of 
those who have studied the matter most thoroughly, that 
map w ill not be able to fly until he can fly like a bird, 


instead of merely rising in the air in a balloon. 
Attention has been called to this particular Eubject 
recently by the reports of an interview between M. 
Santoe-Dumont and Mr. Thomas A. Edison, in which 


tne great Am erican inventor is said to have told the 
Brazilian aeronaut that he should make his gas bag so 


small that ho could not find it with a microscope. 
This 
is only another w ay of saying that Mr. Edison is a firm 
Reliever in the aeroplane as opposed to the balloon, and 
that, if lie were experimenting, he would direct his efforts 


along this Hue. 


But while it is probable that the successful air ship 
w ill be heavier than the air, and w ill maintain its posi­ 
tion by means of inclined planes and the strength of 
the machinery that drives it, it is piobable that the final j 
result w ill be reached by a gradual decrease of the | 
sustaining balloon, rather than by dispensing with it al- j 
together. 
Mr. Dumont’s attempts at aerial navigation j 
have been along the right line. 
He has provided him- 
with- a balleon of sufficient size to sustain him in the

N A R E C E N T chapel address at the University or 
Chicago, Dr. Edward Everett Hale said: 


“ I w ill give you three practical working rules: 
“ Keep out in the open air as much as possible. 


“ Have faith in your neighbor. 
“ Make a practice of engaging in conversation each 
day someone whom you know to be your superior. 


"Upon the first ot' these I place especial emphasis. 
Live in the open; see God's great world; get away from 
this confinement in walls, and these books. 
When in 
touch with Nature, you are in tune with the Infinite, 


holding silent communion with the Creator." 
Dr. H ale’s “ practical” advice is very good, but the 
chief difficulty with it is that if is seldom practicable. 
There are probably very few men who would not like 
to live in the open air and to get away from this confine­ 
ment within walls and these books. 
Hut unfortunately 
the modern world is so built that the only way in which 
the average man can get. a living for him.self or his 
fam ily Is by sticking pretty close to the desk or work 
shop. 


As for having faith in one's neighbor, that is a de­ 
lightful habit of the mind whirh we always admire greatly 
in other people, and strive to avoid in excess in our­ 
selves. 
No man is competent to face the world for 
himself, or to be intrusted with responsibilities for others, 
until he has learned that faith in one's neighbor is 
something that has to be exercised with great discre­ 
tion. 
The average man is as honest as he can be con­ 
veniently and safely, but there is nothing that conduces 
quite so strongly towards dishonesty as the careless­ 
ness and 
laziness of those good-natured 
people who 
imagine that they are showing a superior quality of 
mind by doing business in an unbusinesslike way. and 
making opportunities for dishonest men to take advan­ 
tage of. 


As for the advice in regard to conversation, that is 
also very good in its way. 
But the difficulty is that the 
superior individual sometimes objects To being engaged 
in conversation by his inferiors, especially when the 
said superior is a busy man with bis time fully occupier!. 


Undoubtedly if Dr. 
Hale himself would undertake to 
converse each day with 
the 
people of Chicago, the j 
educational effect upon them would be magnificent, but j 
it would leave him but little time for his other duties, j 
The spirit, however, of Dr. Hale's rules is admirable, 
and it would be a better world if it were easier to put 
them into practice.

The town of St. 
Pierre, the principal one in the island of Martinique, is 
said to have been completely destroyed, and even ships 
in the harbor were wrecked by the violence cf the con­ 
vulsion. 


It is an interesting coincidence, in this connection, 
that Mr, C. Vanderbilt Barton, of the Gazette, who has just 
returned from a winter spent, in the W est Indies, had 
already prepared an article on the Danish West Indips 
and Martinique, which was in course of publication when 
the news was received of the disaster at St. Pierre. 
As 
in case of Mr. Barton's former article on Puerto Rico, 
this one will be fully illustrated from original photo­ 
graphs taken expressly for this purpose. 
This article 
will appear in tomorrow's Gazette, and will be of great 


and timely interest, both as regards St. Thomas, which 
is in process of transfer from Denmark to the United 
States, and Martinique, which has just suffered 
this 
great disaster.

GREATER CARE NEEDED.

H E F R IG H T F U L naphtha explosion at Pittsburg 
calls attention to the need of greater care in the 
transportation of such dangerous materials. 


At the present time, naphtha, dynamite ami 
other explosives arc carried from place to place by rail­ 
way with scarcely any greater precautions than are oh- | 
served for the most ordinary and harmless m aterials'j 
Under ordinary circumstances this is all right, and noth- i 
ing happens, but when the exception comes, its results j 
scatter death and destruction to many innocent persons. 
| 
Colorado Springs has already had two cases of this j 
kind. 
One, when the town of Fountain was completely j 
wrecked by a combined naphtha and dynamite explosion, 
and once when the car of powder at the Rio Grande depot 
started a lire that destroyed the Antlers hotel, and very 
nearly destroyed a large part of this city. 
Such things 
could not happen if a reasonable care was exercised in 
the handling of stub dangerous materials. 


Certainly the people of the west are not behind those 
of any other sec tion in their hatred of cruelty and sav- J 
agery. 
If any American soldier, offic er or private, has j 
been guilty of wrong-doing, he ought to be punished, | 
but our own memory is too fresh of the unutterable 
atrocities of Apache.

by the con^'oversy of which he was a part. 
Admiral Sampson, in life and death, the favorite of the na\> departmen 
was really the victim of its unjudicial, its mistaken and its unintentiona y 
unkind partiality. 
He had been an acceptable proTcssor in the school at 
Annapolis. 
He was afterward superintendent of the N a v a l academy, 
satisfactory official and educational results, but with lamentable an 
a m 
scandalous incidents of a personal character marking his residence 
■ 
• 
His excellence at office tarks. his knowledge of the contents of books, n . 
fondness for detail work, his passion for particulars, with like pedagogic 
qualities, led to his assignment to bureau duty in the navy department, in 
which he grew to be the head of a system which no secretary has been ab o 
to control for flity years, and by which every secretary in that time has him­ 
self been controlled or forced out of his place. 
At the beginning of the war with Spain, Rear Admiral S ic a id was pu 
in charge of the naval forces at Key W est. 
He asked to be r e l ie d on 
account, as he said or ¡it health 
He was succeeded by Mr. Sampson, then 
a captain, who was arbitrarily made acting admiral over a number of oihtM 
captains, his seniors in service, over a number of commodores, to whom his 
rank was far inferior, and over several actual rear admirals, who had leason 
to expect fair consideration at the hands of their government. This assignment 
of Captain Sampson to chie.' command, to be justified at all. had to be due 
to exceptional capacity, which he had not shown, to heroic achievements, whic h 
were not in his record, or to lamentable lack of ability in the captains, com­ 
modores and rear admirals over whom he was jumped and to whom he was 
preferred. There was no evidence of their inability in existence. The selection 
of Sampson w^as apparently explicable by no reasons that could be defended. It 
naturally created dissension and jealousy in the service, except among the 
coterie of bureau favorites by whom it was brought about, and tne fortunes of 
whom were advanced, by tho bringing of it about. 
And so it was, that the wanton promotion of Sampson at Key W est was 
resented by all of his seniors 
in active service, from those on waiting ordeis 
at Washington to Dewey and his captains, alert, alive and adequate to oppor­ 
tunity and to duty in the farthest east. 
The fact was likewise aggravated 
by the manifest bodily ailments of Captain Sampson, which were of a char­ 
acter adversely to affect his mental action in emergencies and certain to affect 
the equability of hts temper at all times. 
The comedy bombardment of 
Matanzas, where a mortal mule 
was clothed with immortality, and the reck­ 
less naval demonstration against San Juan in Puerto Rico, were results 
clearly chargeable to the untoward conditions which prevailed in the squadron 
that rendezvoused at Key West. 
At about the same time, a flying squadron was sent out from Hampton 
Rnaris nnner the command of a clever demagogic, magnetic, vain and spectac­ 
ular rear admiral, who was soon brought under the control of Sampson. That 
these two men. as dissimilar in temperament as possible, fretted one another 
should have been foreseen and was inevitable. 
That the coterie of bureaucrats 
who had built up themselves, in building up Sampson were certain to do all 
they could to prosper him and all they dared, within their oaths and their 
duty and the limits of safety, to embarrass Schley, became all too apparent. 
Such was the state ot things within naval circles which followed on favoritism, 
fostered and spiced, buttressed and bulwarked by conspiracy, at the most 
critical point of the sea interests of the United State's in the late war. 
From the latter part of May. 18i<8. through the whole of .lune and to the 
¡Id of July, the original Key West squadron and the Flying squadron blockaded 
the harbor of Santiago, within which was imprisoned the ill-starred Spanish 
fleet. In all that period the blockade was effectually maintained. 
It was main­ 
tained at rirst by Com. Schley with the Flying squadron. Afterward and most of 
the time it was maintained by both squadrons, as a fleet under the command of 
Sampson. The period was characterized by the vigilance and listlessness of a 
close and eventless blockade, but it was also characterized by the operation of 
jealousies, suspicions, criminations and recriminations among those devoted to 
the fortunes and the ambitions of Sampson, and among a few equally devoted 
to the chances of Schley, with the consequence in each case of hostility to the 
peaco and efficiency of that admiral to whom th^ interests of naval partisans 
were adverse. 
This was within the knowledge of the navy department. 
That department task the responsibility of ignoring the facts and of letting tho 
situation compose itself or work itself out, instead of putting both Sampson 
and Schley under John G. W alker or John Watson, whom hoth admirals and 
all the captains would have respected and obeyed. 
The world knows what 
followed. 
On the 3d of July. 1'**'®, the fleet ni the enemy name out and was destroyed 
The press and the congress of the United States, the navy department, the 
war historians in this and other countries and the. households of the land 
have been divided in opinion as to which of the two admirals was entitled to 
the credit of having accomplished the victory. 
The navy department and 
President. M cKim ey argumentatively credited Sampson with the victory. 
The 
senate of the United States, by refusing to consent to the promotion of Samp­ 
son over Sch ley for that victory, denied the credit to the former, and, as far 
as the senate could, gave it to the latter. The house of represenatives, so far 
as ¡t could show, was of like mind. 
The press and the populace of the union 
by an extraordinary preponderance of voices and testimonials, decided against 
Sampson and for Schley. 
The preservation of credit for Sampson created a 
new industry among a few naval men and some newspapers. 
The stimulation 
or manufacture of occasions of tribute to Schley signalized a new' avocation for 
many Americans. A court./of inquiry, comprising Dewey, Benham and Ramsay, 
decided, on the pivotal point, for Sampson, by the votes of Benham and Ram ­ 
say. and for Schley by the great vote of Dewey. 
The senior general of the 
army, for saying that he agreed with Dewey, was reprimanded by the sec­ 
retary of war in language without a parallel for severity in the annals of 
reprimand. 
The navy department, under Secretary Long, sided with Benham 
and Ramsay, and declared the finding of Dewey for Schley, on the pivotal point 
inadmissible, whether accurate or not, because precisely that question had 
not been developed by evidence. 
Then Admiral Schley appealed to President 
Roosevelt to review all the evidence and all the conclusions. 
The latter did 
so and rendered an opinion which ended with an order that the subject should 
be no longer discussed by naval officers, and with a hope, or hint, that it be no 
longer discussed even by good citizens, as it was prosperous and honoring 
neither to the interests of the service nor to those of the country. 
W e care not again to thresh out all the matter in controversy, except so far 
as the death of Admiral Sampson makes allusion to it necessary to justice and 
to 
truth. 
There are a few facts which will never "dow’n” and which can 
never be argued or "ordered'' out of controlling weight. 
Admiral Sampson 
was not present at or in the battle of Ju ly 3, 1808. 
He was honorably absent 
on duty to which he had been ordered and w-hich he took that time to do. 
The battle, which unexpectedly occurred during his honorable absence, oc­ 
curred with W . S. Schley as the ranking officer present, and in action. 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt declares that neither admiral was in eommand— the one being 
absent, and the other not being recognized by the captains of the vessels. 
He. 
dec lares "it was a captain's fight.’’ 
That remark has been favorably received 
by those who have not borne tn mind that for captains to ignore an officer 
ranking them on an occasion of battle is an insubordination for which they 
should be brought to book by court martial, and in conceivable circumstances 
of disaster shot or nanged. 
A “ captain's fight.” with an admiral present is 
an anachronism and ought to be an impossibility. 
The declaration of it by a 
president is a recognition of insubordinate conditions in the navy, and his 
failure to rebuke such conditions is almost a bid for their renewal or an 
indorsement of them. 
In the same impetuous and short-sighted way. President 
Roosevelt condemned the loop of the Brooklyn, ignoring the fact that the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon, vessels of speed, were fortunately, and many think 
W isely kept out of reach of collision with the enemy, to pursue him in a battle 
in which their speed, and theirs alone, prevented the escape of some of his 
ships. 
Tho time has come when the exact truth, in part creditable and in other 
part discreditable, to both these admirals should be told. 
Sampson was 
pedagogue, faithful, precise, narrow, honorable, yet with a side for snobbish­ 
ness which badly showed itse.i more than once. 
He was the favorite of a 
system which ought to be rooted out of the navy department, but which is 
we fear, more firmly established there now- than it ever was before. 
Schley 
is a valiant, magnetic, vain, unquenchable and well-nigh ubiquitous dema­ 
gogue. 
He will throw his arms around your neck and call vou by your first 
name the second time he ever saw you. if you are a man of power or influence 
Hut neither bravos nor blowers nor gasconadefs are alwavs or necessarily 
cowards, and this agile, artful, and expert gallery-stimulafor and grandstan.’ 
performer is not a coward or a weakling. 
The endeavor to make him out to be 
such has been an effqrt, which has played itself into the hands of his partisans 
and he uas played his partisans with a skill politicians might envy prestidici 
tateurs covet and fakirs riespa.r to equal. 
Accident brought him into better 
relations to opportunity, on a critical occasion, than Sampson could attain 
and the effort to capitalize, for Sampson that to which Schley was entitled 
has been a contemptible and nauseating effort which has led’ the American 
picks, the American congress and the American pecrple to do something more 
than justice to Schley and to give something less than his relative due to 
Sampson. 
The whole controversy— and it is a bitter one-the whole scandal-for 
scandal it was— may be said to be chargeable to a bureaucracy of favoritism 
in the navy department, wnich controlled those who should have crushed it 0u 
and which sowed all the seed that naturally grew to a fruit or fraud of I'oilv 
and of shame. 
The “ captains" who have reaped the rewards of their eour e 
who have dishonored the function of testimony, and who stained witl 
^ 
tiality and prejudice the escutcheon of the navy, set up Sampson hs t’leir h -iT' 
but really made him iheir tragic victim. 
They

DETAILS VIA FORT DE FRANCE 


Fort Pe France, Island of Martinique, May 11.—Advices received here to- 


day from the vicinity of St. Pierre (ten miles from here) contain further 
details of the terrible volcanic upheaval wbich'resulted in the utter destruction 
of that town and the death of nearly all Its inhabitants. 


The crater of Mont Pelee has been wearing its "smoke cap" since the 


third of May, but there was nothing until last Monday to Indicate that 
there was the slightest danger. On that day a stream of boiling lava burst 
through the top of the crater and plunged Into the valley of the river Blanche, 
overwhelming the Guerin sugar works and killing 23 people, and the son of the 
proprietor. 
' 
• 
, 


A ^cbnimitte' Was appointed by the governor to investigate the outbreak, 


and It returned a reassuring report on Wednesday evening. But about 8 
o'clock on Thursday morning a shower of flre rushed down on St. Pierre, 
and the coast, from Le Carbet, which has a population of 6,000 to Le 
Precheur, which had a population of 4,000, burning up everything in its path. 


Throughout Thursday, tho heat in tho vicinity of Sti Pierre was so 


Intense, and the stream of flawing lava was so unremitting that it was 
impossible to approach the town during the early part of the day, . As even- 
ing approached the French cruiser Suchet after a heroic battle with the 
suffocating heat and sulphur fumes, succeeded in making a dash toward 
the shore, nearing the land close enough to enable her 1;o take off 30 sur- 
vivors of the disaster, all of whom were terribly burned and mutilated. 
St. Pierre at that time was an absolute, smoking waste, concealing 30,000 
corpses; whose' rapid decomposition necessitated, in some cases, instantly 
completing their cremation which was only partially accomplished by the 
lava. 


The inhabitants of Fort De France were panic stricken the morning of 


the disaster when the sky suddenly blackened until it was as dark as mid- 
night. The sea shrank back 30 yards, and hot rain began to fall, while gravel, 
the size of walnuts poured down on the town. This lasted about 15 minutes.1 


The 450 survivors who were brought here yesterday from the vicinity of 


St. Pierre by the French cable repair ship Pouyer Guertier came from the 
town of Le Precheur, where, surrounded on all sides by flowing lava, they 
were nearly roasted to death and expected momentarily to be engulfed. 


The work of relief IB progressing here on the most extensive scale possi- 


ble, but In anticipation of disturbances the treasury building and the ware- 
houses are g/iarded by troops. ' 


The latest reports received here showed that lava continues to pour down 


the slopes of the mountain, slowly engulfiing the whole north side of the 
Island, while fresh crevasses are continually opening.

FRENCH OFFICIAL BEPOBTS.

' Paris, May D.—The colonial minister, 
M. De Crais, received this evening two 
cable messages from the secretary gen- 
eral of the government of Martinique, 
J. C. L'.Hurre, sent respectively at 5 p. 
m. and 10:30 p. m. The earlier cable 
reported that the wires were broken 
between Fort De France and St. Pierre, 
but It-was added that, in view of re- 
ports that the eruption of Mont Pelee 
had wiped out the town of St. Pierre, all 
the boats available at Fort De France 
were dispatched to the assistance of the 
inhabitants of that place. 
The second dispatch confirmed the re- 
ports of the destruction of St. Pierre and 
its environs and shipping by a rain of 
flre and said It was supposed that the 
whole population had been annihilated 
with the exception of a few injured per- 
sons rescued by the cruiser Suchet. 
Immediately after the receipt of the 
above dispatches the flag over thn 
colonial office was draped with crepe 
and hoisted at half mast. 
The commander of the French cruiser 
Suchet has telegraphed-to tho minister 
of marine, M. De Lanessan, from Fort 
De France, island of Martinique, under 
date of Thursday, May 8, at 10 p. m., as 
follows; 
"Have jugt returned from St. Pierre, 


which has been completely destroyed by 
an immense mass of flre, which fell on 
the town at about S in the morning. 
The entire population (about 
25,000 
souls) IH supposed to have perished. I 
have brought back 
a few survivors,

At the 
rear of 
i.he mouth of the 
Riviere Blanche stood the large Guerin 
sugar factory, one o£ the finest In the 
island. It is now completely entombed 
in lava. 
The tall chimney alone Is 
visible. 
One hundred and fifty per- 
sons are estimated to have perlsh'-rl 
there, including the owner's son. 
As the lava rushed into the sea the 
latter receded 300 feet all along the west 
coast, returning with greater strength. 
A bis wave covered the whole sea front 
of St. Pierre, but did little damage 
ashore or afloat. 


Terrible detonations, heard hundreds 
of inlles northward, followed at short, 
Irregular intervals and continued at 
night. 
In the intense darkness 
the 
electric lights failed, but the town was 
lit up by lurid flashes of flame from 
the mountain. The terror-stricken In- 
habitants rushed for the hills In their 
night clothes, screaming-, shouting and 
walling, mad with terror. 
The Plissono family escaped'to St. 
Tura In a small steamev. 
Thirty-five 
persons, mostly women and children, 
arrived here In the forenoon of the sixth 
and furnished the above details. 
The 
men remained at Martinique. 
The same afternoon, later, telegraph- 


ic communication was interrupted with 
both the islands of Martinique and St. 
Vincent. 


During the afternoon of the eighth 
the British steamer Roddam which had 
left St. Lucia at midnight on the 7th 
for Martinique, crawled slowly in to 
the Castries harbor, 
unrecognizable, 
gray with ashes, her rigging disman- 
tled and sheets and awnings hanging 
about, torn and charred. 
Captain "Whatter reported that, hav- 
ing just cast anchor off St. Pierre at 
8 a. m. in fine weather succeeding an 
awful thunder storm during the night, 
ne was talking toMhe ship's agent, 
Joseph Plissono who was in a boat 
alongside, when he saw a tremendous 
cloud of smoke and glowing cinders 
rtrehlng with terrific. rapidity over the 
town and port, completely, In an In- 
stant, enveloping the former in a sheet 
of flame and raining flre on board. The 
agent had Just time to climb on board 
when hi? boat disappeared. Several of 
the crew of the Roddam weie quickly 
scorched to death. By superhuman ef- 
forts, having steam up, the cabl? was 
slipped and the steamer backed away 
from th.e shore and nine hours

The Esk sent a boat 
Kshorc, but it could not land on account 
of the terrific flre which was accom- 
panied by loud explosions. Not a. living 
soul appeared ashore after the boat had 
waited for two hours. Fire and ashes 
Jell all over the steamer. 
In the afternoon a French coasting 


steamer arrived here 
from 
Fort do 
France seeking assistance, as all the 
country was burned up, the stock was 
dying, all the plantations were charred; 
the country people were flocking into 
the towns and famine was feared. The 
steamev was loadefl with lood of all 
sorts a'nd was sent back to Martinique 
at 7 p. m. The captain of this vessel 
reported that some 30 persons left St. 
Pierre by the 6 o'clock boat Thursday 
morning for Port do France and con- 
sequently were saved. 


All attempts to get to St. Pierre are 
barred by flre. The closest observation 
possible showed homes .-.-till blazing and 
streets strewn with charred bodies. 
It is certain that the whole town and. 
neighboring country for miles IB utterly 
destroyed and It Is "/eared here that few 
if any of the inhabitants escaped. 


The volcano of the Island of St. Tin- 
cent has burst out in sympathetic erup- 
tion. A steamer \yhich returned from 
there last night, reports that the north- 
ern third of the island was In flamep 
and cut off from assistance by a con- 
tinuous stream of burning lava, 
and 
ashes falling in heavy showers as far as 
150 miles away. Kingston, the capital 
of St. Vincent, Is safe, but people here 
are very anxious as to the late o£ the 
rest of that Island.

KILLED BY HIS BROTHER.

New York, May S.— Paul Leicester 
Forfl, the novelist, was shot and killed 
today by his brother, Malcolm Webster 
Ford, writer and athlete, who immedi- 
ately sent a bullet into his own breast, 
dying instantly. The shooting occurred 
at 10:20 a. m. In the handsome new 
mansion which Paul Jiad built at 37 
East Seventy-seventh street, and had 
occupied for about a year. 


At the time of the shooting there 
were in the house beside the two broth- 
ers, Mrs. Leicester Ford, Miss Eliza- 
beth R. Hall, the novelist's secretary, 
and the servants. Mr. Ford was sitting 
at his desk in a corner ot his library. 
It is supposed he was busily engaged 
at some literary task. -Miss Hall was 
at her desk in another corner of the 
room, about 30 feet from Mr. Ford. 
Mrs. Paul Leicester F.ora was in her 
own room at the front of the house on 
the third floor. 


Malcolm Foi-d called, as he had often 
done, and went to his brother at his 
desk. Words were exchanged in a tone 
so low that Miss Hall could not hear 
what was said. Suddenly there was a 
revolver shot, and M,iss Hall, jumping 
up, darted from the 1'oom. Then, ac- 
cording to the statement of the police, 
Miss Hall said to herself that, she must 
act more bravely «p<J ie.-enter the li- 
brary.

The bullet whieh killed Paul Ford 


just grazed the top of his heart and 
passed through a large artery ascend- 
ing from it. 
The bullet which killed 


Malcolm Ford was fired with the same 
accuracy of aim, for It made a wqund 
scarcely an inch lower than the one 
which killed his brother. In fact, the 
wounds wore almost Identical. 
Just what disposition of Malcolm 
Ford's body was made, immediately 
after the shooting, could not be ascer- 
tained, but it appears from the state- 
ment of certain persons 
acquainted 


with the details of the tragedy that the 
body lay where it fell, on a rug in the 
library, for some time, possibly several 
hours, so great was the excitement in 
the house. In fact, the murder and sui- 
cide were not known to the coroner 
until about S'.SO p. m. and not to the 
police until 4:25 p. m. Dr. Barch said 
that the time between 10:20 a. m. and 
2:30 p. m. passed ao rapidly that no one 
In the house realised It. Much of the 
time was occupied In trying to tele- 
phone to the father of Mrs. Paul Lei- 
cester Ford, 
Edward 
H. Kidder of 


Brooklyn, who was the first person to 
arrive after the physicians. 


Mr, Kldder refused to make any state- 


ment in regard to the shooting except 
a brief memorandum which was given 
to the police. In this it was said that 
the cause of the shooting could only be 
surmised, 
Information 
from 
other 
sources makes it appear that Malcolm 
Forfl called to get 
money from his 


brother and meeting with a refusal, 
shot him. 


Dr. Barch said that the murder was 
the result of temporary mental aberra- 
tion on the part of Malcolm Ford due to 
nervous exhaustion. It is said that 
there was enmity between the two 
brothers and that it was of 11 years' 
standing; that never since the death of 
their father have they been on Intimate 
terms. This alleged enmity on the part 
of Malcolm is said to have been brought 
about by the fact 
that 
the father 


of the boys disinherited Malcolm Hnd 
this action on the father's part was be- 
cause he did not wish Malcolm to do- 
vote himself to an athletic career. 


Police Captain Brown said 
tonight 
that Malcolm Ford had for some time 
been causing uneasiness to tne family 
through evidences of an unbalanced 
mind and declared that in his opinion 
he attacked his brother during a period 
of temporary insanity. 


"The cause of Malcolm Ford's ac- 
tion," said Captain Brown, "can be ex- 
plained by Inference. 
For some time 
past his financial affairs 
have been 
pressing him and he had repeatedly 
asked and received material assistance 
from his brother. It Is presumed that 
his Importuning had been such and his 
demand so excessive that his brother 
had been forced to refuse further aid." 
Paul Leicester Ford was 37 years ot 
age and a novelist of much note, "Jan- 
Ice Meredith" and "The Honorable 
Peter Sterling" being his most popular 
novels. 


He was married about a year ago to 


Miss Grace Kldder, daughter of Ed- 
ward H.. Kldder of Brooklyn. He was 
the son of Gordon Lester 
Ford 
of 
Brooklyn, who died 11 years ago and 
left an estate of some $2,000,000, divided 
among his children with the exception 
of Malcolm, who was disinherited by 
the will. 


Malcolm W. Ford was born in Brook- 
lyn February 7. 1867. He was educated 
at the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute. 
He took up athletics while at school and 
for a number of years won champion- 
ships In thla country and Canada. Ho 
married a daughter, of Robert Graves, 
a wall paper manufacturer, but they 
were divorced.

glons where there Is reason to think tha 
the growth of trado would soon amply 
support such steamship lines without gov 
ernment aid. Senator Frye espoused th 
cause of steamship subsidies in a perloi 
since which American Industry and com 
mercial conditions have been completelj 
transformed.

the subsidy policy is entirely patriot! 
and sincere, but it simply represents hi 
traditional point of. view, from which th 
country has wholly grown away, Senato 
Hanna's energetic advocacy of tho sub 
Ject is also doubtless sincere and patr! 
ot'o, but the fact remains thut grea 
American corporations and syndicates cu; 
build all' tho ships they care to buili 
without government subsidy, and can com 
pete with the shipyards of any othb 
country.—(From "Tho ^Progress ot th 
World," in tho American Monthly Review 
of Reviews for May.

;eneralizatlon with a vengeance. It Is 
ike asserting that the hoy at the head 
of his class 
must 
therefore be the 


emptiest dullard in It.

Now, 
elsewhere, if not in literary 


criticism, we usually make distinction 
and allow for the chapter of accidevjts. 
The head boy may not bo the most 
original mind In the class, but at least 
he has a gift for grubbing and reciting. 
Beyond that there Is no tclline: ho may 
lead his mates In the race of later lifi?, 
or he may drop to the tail of the pro- 
cession, or he may hit a happy mean 
and turn out Just an 
average every- 


day fellow. 
The great capitalist pre- 


sumably has the talent of making and 
investing money; ho may or may not 
possess other abilities. So if a novel 
is bought by five hundred 
thousand 


people and road by five million, it is the 
sort of Btory they desired tn own and 
read: or else they heard about it, and 
tackled It out of curiosity, or as sheep 
jump a fence after the bellwether. 


Of course there is n good deal In Hick, 


but not quite everything. Luck is a 
word rather thnn a thing; it is a loose, 
vague term to indicate what we are 
not able to express more precisely. Ac- 
cording to the late Chauncey Wright, 
whom some considered the ablest of 
American metaphysicians, the world is 
governed by "a corrupt mixture of law 
and apparent accident"— which Is us 
good a formula as any lo cover the 
apparent facts. 
Every result presup- 


poses an adequate cause or complica- 
tion of causes. We cull It "love" when 
we see It plain or think wo do; we say 
'accident" when we don't know the 
cause, or are too lazy or too careless, 
or too charitable, to trace or recognize 
it; and the result Is often confusing be- 
cause our knowledge Is so Imperfect. 
Why do Brown, .Tones and Robinson 
rush in tens of thousands to buy a 
book 
which the critics denounce 


tivad.-llo or slush? And per contru, why 
do the critics (generally some time after 
the fact) contemn books which Brown 
& Co. have purchased by the carload? 
Are the critics all unsuccessful novel- 
ists, or Is it the common envy of emi- 
nent material success?

native artists refused 
to disclose to 
their Spanish 
conquerors—that even 


now, 
after more than 400 years, they 
are still bright and fresh. The picture 
writing—not conventional hieroglyphs 
like those that adorn so many old 
Mexican and Central American monu- 
laree, says T. S. Perry, in the May At- j ments but actual colored draw-Ings of n 
lantic. This was his especial gift, that much more elaborate and expressive 
. 
he always, however minute the sub- 
ject, treated It as part of universal his- 
tory. In this way he not only popular- 
ized American history; he 
dignified 


what had appeared to be matters of 
only local interest, not by an unseemly 
oratorical assertion oC their importance, 
but by showing that In a scientific ex- 
position nothing was petty; that all the 
threads of a tangled skein could be un- 
wound, and were all of importance. 


He was never obscure and was never 


tedious. Doubtless the habit ot reading 
his lectures aloud to so many hearers 
confirmed him'in his skill in avoiding 
these 
two perils; for an 
Intelligent 


speaker always feels the lack of a re- 
sponsive echo from his audience, and Is 
on his guard against it. A writer some- 
times perceives his own shortcomings 
only too late. In Flske's lectures there 
were no moments when one failed to 
understand and depended on the famil- 
iar feeling that one Is going to catch 
the thread a moment later, but all was 
clear from the first moment to the last. 
One might differ from Fluke in tho in- 
terpretation of facts, but no one ever 
failed to understand him. It was not 
merely his habit of reading his books 
first as lectures that explains this lu- 
cidity, however much it 
may 
have 


helped it, because he was never ob- 
scure. His own clearness of mind made 
all that he wrote Intelligible. His mar- 
velous power of. simplification enabled 
him to arrest the attention of his hear- 
ers or readers, and to lead them through 
the centuries, seeing with Fiske's eyes 
unsuspected 
analogies 
and 
hidden 
causes. No more delightful expounder 
ever lived. One may praise a man in 
this way, it is to be hoped, for* the pos- 
session of certain qualities without be- 
ing suspected of making an occult at- 
tack on other men for possessing dif- 
ferent qualities; there is always room 
in the world for the simultaneous exist- 
ence of many kinds of merit. The ex- 
cellence that FisKc attained was aided 
by the unusual amount of collateral in- 
formation that he brought to the treat- 
ment ot the subject that ho was dis- 
cussing, and by the powerful intellect 
thut saw things largo. It is the breadth 
rather than the intensity of his view 
that we admire, though perhaps the 
ease of his style and the lurgeneess of 
his vision Incline us to overlook the 
solid ground on which his work rests. 
The rough justice ol the world always 
makes us ready to mistake smoothness 
for weakness, and case for superficial- 
ity.

W'ncn We Go a Fishing. 


Fishing trips are very much like love- 


affairs in one way; 
they say a man 


can only have one grand aft air of the 
heart; 
to catch

The other is focussed per- 
petually on the back of your head in 
the attempt to hypnotize you into the 
belief that he carries on a private cor- 
respondence daily with every big musky 
in the lake, and'knows the exact spots 
where they are waiting for you. He has 
already modestly Informed you that 
"those waters'' or "them waters" ov 
f'those places yonder ucroat" are to hilh 
an open book, and that the only guide in 
North America worthy of the Tiairie 
"ain't no thousand miles out of this 
boat, sir.

character—covers both sides 
of the 
skin but the pages of the book do not 
turn like those of a modern volume. 
Each sheet being attached at one edge 
to. that which precedes It and at the 
other to that which follows, it is neces- 
sary to read through one side of. tho 
long strip, which Is thus formed and 
then turn the whole book over and be- 
gin reading again on the back of the. 
first page. On these reverse pages, it 
may be noted, the coloring differs from 
that of the obverse side of the skin, and 
the detail is much more profuse. 


Some 30 or 40 years ago one ot the 


members of the propaganda at Rome 
told tho monks of San Marco, who then 
owned the codex and who had sub- 
mitted it to him for identification, that 
"the document was probably Intended 
for tho amusement oC children, but was 
so foolish that it could only bore them;" 
and. indeed, to untrained modern eyes 
It looks much like a grotesque picture- 
book for juvenile readers. 
Pago aftor 


pa§e is covered with squat figures whose 
seeming exaggeration of features and 
gestures Is characteristic of Aztec art, 
and with symbols and figures illumi- 
nated in the rich colors of which the 
ancient American artists were so fond. 
Reds and greens 
and 
blues, warm 


browns and gaudy yellows, gray and a 
violent shade of purple, contrasting with 
the 'white of the deer-skin, fill in the 
black outlines. But evidently all the 
colors were applied with the greatest 
care, and it is probable that each had 
a special meaning—many are known to 
have had, Indeed—just as there was a 
definite 
significance, 
archaeologists 


think, in each different shape of nose 
or eye. 


Generally speaking, the codex is to be 
read in exactly the reverse way to the 
custom in reading English; 
In other 


words, Its first page is what would be 
last in a modern book; tho lines run 
from right to left, as in Hebrew, in- 
stead ot from left to right, and the se- 
quence is from top to bottom. Some nf 
the other Mexican codices are arranged 
differently; and there seems to have 
becn.no fixed rule in such matters, for 
it Is evident that In several cases par- 
allel columns of pictures are to be read 
up arid down like the Chinese word 
signs, while In the Codex Nuttall there 
are a number of places where long lines 
so divide the pages .as to indicate that 
the reader must turn at right angles, 
as It were and run his eye up the past 
to follow the story that had been, a mo- 
ment before, working its way back and 
forth across It. Moreover, the cross 
lines are very often not perfectly sym- 
metrical, some of tho 
figures being 


larger than others, so that 
the text 


of Ulyssos. 
The care with which the 
several characters whose experiences 
are the ground-work of tho story of 
the- Codcx-Nuttall .are 
labeled 
with 


their names wherever they appear, 
makes this theory more plausible. 


A striking feature of the '1'oclox. and 


one which suggests Interesting lines of 
research. Mrs. Nuttall says, 
Is the 


prevalent 
association of 
Individuals 


with symbols of the calendar. Occas- 
ionally the figures are also accompanied 
by some peculiar sign which stands for 
ii name or title, but It is noteworthy 
that in nil ancient cortices painted be- 
fore tho Spanish conquest many of tho 
characters have citlior a rlatc symbol 
or both a date symbol and individual 
name, but none is ever designated by 
an individual name-sign alone, 
peculiarity, Mrs. Nuttall thinks. 
This 
is a 


corroboratlon of her previous view that 
the symbols of the. calendar were used 
not merely to express years and days 
but also afi the names of tribes 
or 


cities of the 
ohl 
Mexican 
common- 


wealth. 
Archaeologists 
have 
also 


brought forward evidence to prove that 
the date of a man's birth was made a 
part of his name, and there nre numer- 
ous Instances of the 
designation 
of 


places by the picture word that stands 
for some division of the calendar. In 
this connection Mrs. Nuttnll points out 
another 
interesting 
probability—that, 
ns distinctive garments, insignia, and 
colors were worn during each of the 1!0 
festivals ot the old Axtee year, the pic- 
tures of the codex Immediately 
con- 


vryed to the ancient Mfexlcun Informa- 
tion of the period» of time with which 
they were to be associated. It is cer- 
tain, at any rate, that the extreme care 
with which the artist did his work is 
largely due to the Importance of both 
color 
and personal decoration as a. 


means of conveying rank, ago, 
and 


tribe and of expressing the performance 
of some political act or religious rite. 


The application of this theory appears 
most Interestingly in Mrs. Nuttall's 
codex. The story includes a scries of 
events in the lives of several person- 
ages, who are displayed in a great va- 
rlely of costume 
and 
insignia. 
The 
changes in dress anil decorations often 
tell ot a rise in runic, usi, for example, 
when, after a career of triumphant 
progress, one of the characters, who 
appears first In sacerdotal garb 
and 


then as a warrior, is shown undergoing 
the rito ot having his nostrils pierced 
by a priest so that he may receive thr; 
"noso-torquoise"—or badge of 
chief- 


taincy—which he WCHVIS throughout the 
rest of tho story. One ot the most en- 
tertaining pages in the codex represents 
three chieftains in boats crossing a 
body of water, nn the further side oE 
which rises a. high mountain. 
In the 


water aro an alligator, a serpent, a fish, 
and som« shells: while en llio further 
shore, behind the mountain, rises a tall, 
red and black column which looks as it 
it wore supportmg the ttturry heavens, 
which are represented in the usual con- 
ventional manner, though without any 


and •political equality with man 
In 


ancient Mexico, for she, with more than 
one other female'figure in the codex, is 
-so dressed and posed as to appear of 
the same rank with the chieftains with 
whom she i.s associated. 


But Indeed there is hardly an end to 


the Interest which one may take In ex- 
amining this extraordinary picture 
manuscript in the light of Its history 
and moaning ns they have been inter- 
preted by Mrs. Nuttall. The story of 
tho way In which it was found is almost 
romantic. Mrs. Nuttall first suspected 
its existence from 
a chance remark 


which was made to her at a reception 
in Florence several years ago by Sena- 
tor Pasriualo Vlllarl, Italian ex-minis- 
ter of public instruction, professor and 
historian. Senator Vlllnrl had seen the 
codex at San Marco more than 30 years 
before, when it was brought to him by 
a. friar, who sought an explanation of 
its meaning. Although not an expert In 
Mexican archaeologj", ho recognized 
the great value and interest 
of the 
manuscript and kept himself Informed 
of its whereabouts tou several years. 
Senator "Villari's reference to the Span- 
ish annotations already mentioned led 
Mrs. 
Nuttall to believe that the codex ' 
was one which had not previously been 
examined. She found that the book had 
left Florence and she traced it through 
several changes of ownership, to Its 
final resting place In the library 
of 


Lord Zouche, by whose courtesy she 
was permitted to examine and study it, 
first at the British museum and then at 
the Bodleian library at Oxford. Mrs. 
Nuttall saw at once Its superiority over 
tho previously discovered 
Mexican 


codices—oven tho famous Vienna codex, 
which has so many points of resemr 
btance In the manner of Its execution 
and contains so many identical dates, 
that it i.s conjectured that the two are 
the work of the same artist, and they 
have consequently been called the "sis- 
ter codices." 


Photography could not be utilized in 


producing the Codex Nuttall and the 
entire text had to bo traced and colored 
by the hand ot an artist 
and litho- 


graphed. 
It 
cannot be determined 
whether this particular old deerskin 
parchment originally had covers or not, 
but 
1-t Is known that several 
of; the 
Mexican codices wen: 
provided with 


rude bindings ami the facsimile of the 
coilox has been

into "boards" 


which are appropriately designed in ac- 
cordance with the results of the most 
careful research. The expense of 'mak- 
ing this reproduction was, ot course,

It was quite 
a feat to get our 450-foot vessel along- 
side this dock, but it was finally ac- 
complished, and no sooner had the bow- 
sers been made fast than hoards of ne- 
groes commenced to arrive from all di- 
rections. The -greater number came in 
boats and in a half hour or so fully 200 
i had gathered on the dock. While some 


danced merrily to the strains of our Ger- 
man band, which discoursed sweet music 
on deck, others called loudly for nickels 
and dimes which the passengers dispensed 
with a free hand to see the fun of the 
scrimmage for their ultimate possession. 
Finally all was ready for the loading 


of the coal.,In the meantime It had be- 
come so dark that big torches were light- 
ed and these lent additional weirdness to 
the scene. The women—for nine-tenth's 
of them were women—carried their bas- 
kets loaded with coal upon their heads. 
As they proceeded from the big coal heap 
to the gang' plank they passed an over-

seer, who save a little brass check for 
each load that was carried, and these 
checks were! redeemable for 1 cent each; 
In short, these poor creatures received' 1 
cent per basket for loading coal onto 
the vessel and could perhaps earn 30 or 40 
cents In this way, which Is a pretty good 
day's .wages In St. Thomas.-These wo- 
men were splendidly built and their car- 
riage, was as erect as a soldier's. They 
wore no shoes or stockings and with their 
skirts tucked up to their knees they han- 
dled the big baskets as easily and grace- 
fully as though they had been filled with 
cotton Instead of coal. The attraction 
of .the music was too much for some of 
them arid they would frequently put down 
their baskets and run to the dancers and

after taking a few turns they woultt 
hurry back to their work again. All the. 
while, 'whether at work or at play, they 
were laughing and chatting and appeared 
to he as light hearted and happy a people 
as one could wish to see. 


English. Spoken Here. 
Although St. Thomas is a Danish pos- i 


session and has been for years, English Is 
the language of the Island and of this 
the St. Thomasites are mightily proud) 
especially in' view of the proposed an- 
nexation to the United States. 
It Is a curious jargon,-however, and It 


Is not at all easy to understand some 
of the natives. For instance, the follow- 
ing day we were driving about the townj 
when I asked the driver what direction 
the island' of St. Crolx was from" St; 
Thomas. I pronounced the name with my 
very best Parisian accent arid was much 
chagrined when I- found that I was riot 
understood. 
I tried again and this time 
;a-gleam of Intelligence lighted up the face 
of our jehu. ".Oh," he said, "you mean 
*Salnt Cracks; it is about "southeast from 
here arid 50 miles away." "Saint Cracks" 
was a new one on-me, and for a time 
'I retired to my shell. ; 


Blue Beard andi Black Beard. 
The island of St. Thomas is quite moun- 


tainous and, unlike most of the West 
Indies, It is not very fertile, so that agrl- 
culture does'not flourish here, to nny:. 
extent. Its chief possession of value Is Its 
excellent harbor, which, though somewhat . 
open from the southeast, Is otherwise 
most

Amelia is .the-name of .the picturesque 
little town on St. Thomas. It Is beautiful--,- 
ly situated at the head.of the bay, th'e 
houses being built upon the steep slopes 
of three separate hills, which come close ' 
down/to the water front.. Two 'of these 
hills: are crowned, with old towers which ' 
formed part of ancient castles. On the 
hill to the eastward Is Blue Beard's'castle;; 
the traditional residence of the tyrant, 
who made chills rim up and, down , our 
spines when, as -children, we heard the, 
tales of his gruesome exploits.

.last of the West Indian, pirates and con- 
tinued his exploits as late as the early, 
part of the eighteenth century, indeed, ' 
we are told that as late as, 1713, under 
promise of a royal pardon, he abandoned 
his calling and .settled . in North Caro- 
lina as an honest citizen.' This quiet life 
did not suit h|m, however, and he suffered ' 
eo from ennui that his love of adventure 
gradually drove him back to his old habits'' 
again.

MARTINIQUE. 


A Recent "VJiew of the Scene of Ter- 


rible Catastrophe. 


We ran the 310 miles from St. Thomas 


to Martinique in a little under 24 hours and 
cast anchor in the open roadstead of St. 
Pierre, the metropolis of the island, about 
noon. For several hours the high moun- 
' tains of Martinique had been In view and 
the light green fields, of waving sugar 
cane, extending- far up'their steep slopes, 
made a beautiful contrast to the darker 
: colors of the troplca\ foliage and the 
deep blue of. the distant hills. 
It wouldfseera as though'the .anchorage 
is anything but safe, as .it is entirely 
unprotected on the west and has scarcely, 
any protection on the north and south. 


'Owing to the northeasterly direction of 
i the prevaHlng,trade winds, however, it la 
i the east shore of the island that receives 
[ the big rollers from the Atlantic, -'while 
t the west sho.re Is • usually comparatively 
'smooth. .

No sooner had we dropped anchor about 


half a mile-from the shore than we noticed 
a great number of small row boats ana 
canoes making for us as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

S THE INFORMATION regarding the volcani< 


eruption in the island o£ Martinique becomes mori 
definite, the' overwHe'lJning nature of the ttbrribl< 
catastrophe is fully sustained. At the presen 


time, from the best information at hand, 5t appears that a 
city of some 25,000 persons has been wiped out of exist 
ence -with scarcely, a survivor, and that in the neighbor 
Ing districts; sfiffie 15,000 moi'e people have lost the! 
lives. 


Terrible as this catastrophe is, it is not entirely wfth 


out precedent. The city ot Pdmpell was destroyed Iff 
; 


very similar fashion, and other cities have met a lit 
fate. 
The terrible volcanic eruptions fa Japan a fe-ft 


years ago, and the memorable catastrophe id the Eas 
Indian sea, Where ah entire island was blown to pieces 
by volcanic violence, afe among recent instances of this 
kind. 
. 


The prevalent idea among geologists is that a volcanic 


eruption IB the manifestation of a slrBilar fdfce to that 
which results in steam boiler explosions. In otheY word's 
It la steam, and hot fire, that Is" the source of the powe: 
that causes tfee earthquake and drives the ashes and lava 
frdm the volcano's mouth. 


The precise nature of the fate that overtook th 


Inhabitants 6t St. Pierre is somewhat a matter of'cfrn 
Je^u're, attfiaugli H probably was not different from tha

6f ti»e people at Pompeii. 
Showers of hot stones and

IMMIGRATION INCREASING. 


' 
CCORDING to the newspaper reports, 12,000 i__ 


A t 
migrants iandefl at'kew York last Saturday arid 
j^\ 
Sunday. Evidently the tide of Immigration Is 
ihcreaslns and it IS timely'to consider what, 1] 


anything, Should be done to safeguard the interests of 
the nation from these swarms of immigrants. 


Certain, .general facts seem to be well established 


is tb.6 result of experience and observation at the At- 
lantic seaports. 


The number b£ immigrants from southern Europe is 


rapidly increasing, whlla that from northern Europe is 
decreasing, at least proportionately. 


A large part of the present immigration is due to the 


ousihess activity of the transp6rtatioii companies rather 
than to a personal initiative oft 
1 the part of Individuals 


desiring to better, their'conditions. 


The present laws, against undesirable immigrants are 


producing valuable results, but there is an evident need 
of further restrictions. 


The evlj results of undesirable Immigration are ap- 


parent in many eastern cities of this country, and these 
evils arc not apparently likely to disappear in the near 
future under present conditions. 


The naturalization laws of this country are not cat- 


eclated for a large body1 of Immigrants, untrained in 
self-government and unfamiliar with the institutions of 
this country. If tho Intelligent andx the unintelligent, 
the>free citizen and the half-enslaved peasant must be 
treated alike, then the general average ought to be 
ep'ntel4ered, and .the conditions of naturalization be niads 
svjch that the government of the larger cities of the 
cdlitjtrjr is possible only through the operations of the 
"bjSps/' who controls, the votes of thousands of natural- 
ItM Americans who Vote only as they are told. 
• . It is by no means certain that the infusion of blood 
fflbm. southern Europe is going to'be a had thing for the 
ftatton. Generally.speaking, the more diverge elements 
welded together in, the making of a nation the mom 
ptrenpth. It lifts. "The nations of southern Europe have 
beep leaders )n the world's progress and they are still 
leaders in the world's art. Italian and Greek and Hun- 
girifctt #iay kelp Ipwayfls the making ot the American of 
ithe future. 
To exclude all immigrants from any Euro- 


pean race would pe unreasonable, but that is no reason 


we should take them all Immediately into our citi- 


p, or give our cities over to plunder to the man 


who fregt contrives ft Jvay to bend them to his will. 


BALLOON OR AEROPLANE. 


A 


LMOST from the first experiments in aerial navi- 


gation, things that fly in the air have been 
divided into two classes, those which are heavier 
than the air and support themselves by some 


mechanical force, and those which are lighter than the 
aSr and rise in it by their own lack of weight. Of the 
first ejass, the familiar examples are the bird, which 
fljeg by Its own muscular power, and the kite, which is 
SHgtajned by the force of the wind exerted contrary to 
the retaining power of the string. Of the second cjass, 
the, most familiar example, is the balloon, which rises 
bepaus,e it is lighter as a whole than the air which it 
displaces. 


The balloon is favorite as a" means oE experiment, 


because it is comparatively easy to manage, and does 
not depend upon the continued exertion of force to keep 
Jt in the air. 
It is, however, the opinion of many ot 


thpse who have studied the matter most thoroughly, that 
man will not be able to fly until he can fly like a. bird, 
instead of merely rising in the air in a balloon. 


Attention has been called to thin particular subject 


recently by the reports of an interview between M. 
gajrtog-PuwPBt and Mr. Thomas A. Edison, in which 
to.* great American inventor is eajd to. have told the 
Brazilian aeronaut that he should' make his gas bag so 
small that he could not find it with a microscope, This 
Is. only another way of saying that Mr. Edison is a firm 
believer In the aeroplane as opposed to the balloon, and 
that, H he were experimenting, be would direct his efforts 
ftlong this line, 


8«t while It is. probable that the successful air ship 


ffUl'be heavier than the air, and will maintain its posi- 
tion by means of inclined planes and the strength of 
the machinery that di'Jveg it, it is probable that the final 
result' will bo reached by a gradual decrease of the 
sustaining balloon, rather than by dispensing with it al- 
together. Mr; Dumon't'B attempts at aevial navigation 
|ave naen alpng-the right line- He has provided him- 
with-!a Walloon e'f Suffleient tyse to sustain him in th« 


air, and then has tried to direct his course by "suitable 
motives. The difficulty Is that the balloon presents such 
a surface to opposing winds that it is almost impossible 
to drive It in the desired direction, except in a calm. 
But thefe is no doubt that a series of experiments along 
this line will bring such Knowledge as to make it possible 
to dispense more and more with the sustaining balloon, 
and to rely more and more upon aeroplanes. 


_ Possibly this was what Mr. Edison had in mind when 


he counselled tit. Santos-TJumont. not to do away with the 
balloon "altogether, but to reduce it to a minimum. ' 


DR. MALE'S THREE RULES.

N A RECENT chapel address at the University of 


Chicago, Dr. Edward Everett Hale said: 


"I will give you throe practical working rules: 
"Keen out in the open air as much as possible. 


"Have faith In your neighbor. 
"Make a practice of engaging In conversation each 


day someone -whom you know to be your superior. 


"Upon the first of these I place especial emphasis. 


Live in the open; see God's great world: get away from 
(his confinement in walls, and these books. 
When in 


touch -vfrfth Nature, you are In tune with the Infinite, 
holding silent communion with the Creator." 


DY. Kale's "practical" advice is very good, but the 


chief difficulty with it is that it Is seldom practicable. 
There are probably very few men who would not like 
16 I1V6 In the open air and to get away from this confine- 
ment within walls and these books. But unfortunately 
the modern world is so built that the only way in which 
the average man can get a living for himself or his 
family1 is By sticking pretty close to the desk or work 
Shop: 


As fof having faith In one's neighbor, that Is a de- 


lightful habit Of the tolnd which we always admire greatly 
In other people, and strive to avoid In excess in our- 
selves. No man is competent to face the world for 
himself, or to be intrusted with responsibilities for others, 
until he has learned that faith in one's neighbor is 
something that has to be exercised with great discre- 
tion. The average man is as honest as he can be con- 
veniently and safely, but there is nothing that conduces 
quite so strongly towards dishonesty as the careless- 
ness and laziness of those good-natured people who 
Imagine that they are showing a superior quality of 
mlrid by doing business in an unbusinesslike way, and 
making opportunities for dishonest men to take advan- 
tage of. 


As for the advice in regard to conversation, that is 


also very good In its way. But the difficulty is that the 
superior individual sometimes objects to being engaged 
In conversation by his inferiors, especially when the 
said superior is a busy man with his time fully occupied. 
Undoubtedly if Dr. Hale himself would undertake to 
converse each day with the people of Chicago, the 
educational effect upon them would be magnificent, but 
it would leave him but little time for his other duties. 


The spirit, however, of Dr. Kale's rales Is admirable, 


arid It would be a better world if it were easier to put 
them into practice.

death and devastation, but earthquake and volcanic erup- 
tion. Only iflcoroplete details have thus far been sent 
by cafile to this country, but enough is known to suggest 
a tale of horror seldom surpassed. 
The town of St. 


fierfe, the principal one In the island of Martinique, is 
said to have Been completely destroyed, and even ships 
in the harbor were wrecked by the violence of the con- 
vulsion.

It is an Interesting coincidence, In this connection, 


that Mr, 0. Vandefbilt Barton, of the Gazette, who has just 
returned from a winter spent In the West Indies, had 
already prepared an article on the Danish West Indies 
and Martinique, which was In course of publication when 
the news was received of the disaster at St. Pierre. As 
In case of Mr. Barton's former article on Puerto Rico, 
thlfl one will be fully Illustrated from original photo- 
graphs taken expressly for this purpose. This article 
will appear in tomorrow's Gazette, and will be of great 
and timely interest, both as regards St. Thomas, which 
is in. process of transfer from Denmark to the United 
States, and Martinique, which has just suffered this 
great disaster.

.tartotl a lire that destroyed the Antlers hotel, and very 
nearly destroyed a large, part of this city. Such things 
•Quirt not happen it a reasonable care was exercised in 
he handling of such dangerous materials.

THE UkTE ADMtRA'-. SAMP80N. 


(Brooklyn Daily Eagle.) 


William Thomas Sampson, a. rear admiral of the navy, who died in Wash- 


ington on Tuesday afternoon, had been ill a long while. His illness began 
before the war between this country and Spain, m 1808. It was noticeable when 
he was made the chief of the naval forces at Key West, In that year, and the 
effects of it were seen in imreported conditions in the squadron under his 
charge, at that time, as well as in conditions within the flying squadron, which 
was afterward attached to his command. His death on Tuesday was but the evil- 
mination of a long illness, as already stated, arid the fact should be borne 
in mind by tnosc who would unite truth with justice in allusions to him and 
to others. The assertion is baseless that his demise was due to or hastened 
by the conu'oversy of which he WRS a part. 


Admiral Sampson, in life and death, the favorite of the navy department, 


was really the victim of its unjudicial. Its mistaken and Its unintentionally 
tfnldnd partiality. 
He had been an acceptable professor in the school at 


Annapolis. He was afterward superintendent of the Naval academy, with 
satisfactory official and educational results, but with lamentable and almost 
scandalous incidents of a personal character marking his residence there. 
His excellence at office tacks, his knowledge of the contents of books, his 
fondness for detail work, his passion for particulars, with like pedagogic 
qualities, led to his assignment to bureau duty in the navy department, in 
which he grew to be the head of a system Which no secretary has been able 
to control for fifty years, and by which every secretary in that time has him- 
self been controlled or forced out of his place. 


At the beginning of the war with Spain, Rear Admiral Sicard was put 


in charge of the naval forces at Key West. He asked to be relieved on 
account, as he said, ot 111 health. He was succeeded by Mr. Sampson, then 
a captain, who was arbitrarily made acting admiral over a number of other 
captains, his seniors in service, over a number of commodores, to whom his 
rank was far Inferior, and over several actual rear admirals, who had reason 
to expect fair consideration at the hands of their government. This assignment 
of Captain Sampson to chie; command, to be justified at all, had to be due 
to exceptional capacity, which he had not shown, to heroic achievements, which 
were not in his record, or to lamentable lack of ability in the captains, com- 
modores and rear admirals over whom he was jumped and to whom he was 
preferred. There was no evidence bf their inability in existence. The selection 
of Sampson was apparently explicable by no reasons that could be defended. It 
naturally .created dissension and jealousy in the service, except among the 
coterie of bureau favorites by whom it was brought about, and the fortunes of 
whom were advanced, by tho bringing of It about. 


And so it was, that the wanton promotion of Sampson at Key West was 


resented by all of hfs seniors in active service, from those on waiting orders 
at Washingtbn..to Dewey and his captains, alert, alive and adequate to oppor- 
tunity and to duty in the farthest east. The fact was likewise aggravated 
by the manifest bodily ailments of Captain Sampson, which were of a char- 
acter adversely to affect his mental action in emergencies and certain to affect 
the equability of his temper at all times. 
The comedy bombardment of 


Matanzas, where a mortal mule was clothed with immortality, and the reck- 
less naval demonstration against San Juan In Puerto Rico, were results 
clearly chargeable to the untoward conditions which prevailed in the squadron 
that rendeivottseJ at Key West. 


At about the same time, a flying squadron was sent out from Hampton 


Roads imner the command of a clever, demagogic, magnetic, vain and spectac- 
ular rear admiral, who was soon brought under the control of Sampson. That 
these two men, as dissimilar in temperament as possible, fretted one another 
should have been foreseen and was Inevitable. That the coterie of bureaucrats 
who had built up themselves, in building up Sampson were certain to do all 
they could to prosper him and all they dared, within their oaths and their 
duty and the limits of safety, to embarrass Schley, became all too apparent. 
Such was the state ot things within naval circles which followed on favoritism, 
fostered and spiced, buttressed and bulwarked by conspiracy, at the most 
critical point of the sea interests of the United States in the late war. 


From the latter part of May, 1898, through the whole of June and to the 


3d of July, the original Key West squadron and the Flying squadron blockaded 
the harbor of Santiago, within which was Imprisoned the ill-starred Spanish 
fleet. In all that period the blockade was effectually maintained. It was main- 
tained at first by Com, Schley with the Plying squadron. Afterward and most of 
the time It was maintained by both squadrons, as a fleet under the command of 
Sampson. The period was characterized by tho vigilance and listlessness of a 
close and eventless blockade, but it was also characterized by the operation of 
jealousies, suspicions, criminations and recriminations among those devoted to 
the fortunes and the ambitions of Sampson, and among a few equally devoted 
to the chances of Schley, with the consequence in each case of hostility to the 
peace and efficiency of that admiral to whom the Interests of naval partisans 
were adverse. 
This was within the knowledge of the navy department. 


That department toek the responsibility of Ignoring the facts and of letting the 
situation compose Itself or work itself put, Instead of putting both Sampson 
and Sehley under John G. Walker or John Watson, whom both admirals and 
al the captains would have respected and obeyed. The world knows what 
followed. 


On tho 3d of July, 1898, the fleet of the enemy came out and was destroyed. 


The press and the congress of the United States, the navy department the 
war hlBtorlanB In this and .other countries and the households of the land 
have been divided in. opinion as'to which of the two admirals was entitled to 
the credit of having accomplished Vie victory. The navy department and 
President McKimey argumentatively credited Sampson with the victory. The 
senate of the United States, by refusing to consent to the promotion of Samp- 
son over Schley for that victory, denied the credit to the former, and, as far 
as the senate could, gave It to the latter.

The first technical college for Women 
ever established In tho country is being 
Planned in;-Bostoh after 32 years of 
wultlng, If-wlll teach household eco- 
nomics, secretarial work, library man- 
agement, industrial designing, 
mcdl- 
c\ie and nursery and' possibly horti- 
culture, says the New York Sun. 
Its aim will be to help women to earn 
a livelihood in occupations' for which 
there Is now no special training on a 
scientific basis. 
• • 


John Simmons, of Boston, dead there 


10 years and more, Is the founder, :md 
:lie college will bear his name. 
Mr. 


"immons died in 1870. When his will 
was offered for probate It was discov- 
ered that tho greater part of his prop- 
erty, consisting of real estate Was left 
to establish and maintain an industrial 
college for women. 


The provisions of the will were pe- 


•ullar. Mr. Simmons left two daugh- 
ters to be provided for. The will gave 
•hem a life interest in the estate. 


After their death the trustees were to 
take charge of the property till the ac- 
Mimulatlons should reach $600,000. Then 
:he whole property was to be turned 
over to a board of trustees, who were 
to obtain a Charter and to establish the 
women's college, in which Mr. Simmons 
n-ished to perpetuate his name. 


Thp Irptacy was left to found nnd en- 


dow uti Institution to be called Simmons 
*ernnle college, and to be maintained 
for the purpose 
o£ teaching 
those 
iranches Of art, science and industry 
best calculated to enable tho scholars 
to earn.an independent livelihood."

Rlre was rather to found an institution 
of advanced training than an olement- 
arv school, and that Is being done. 


Tho trustees have decided that the 
best, use that can be made of this leg- 
acy for the public benefit will be to en- 
deavor to raise the standard of occu- 
pations open to women.-

In thfi second year the 
technical part, of the course will occu- 
py more, and In thp third year still 
more, the technical side of the work In- 
Croasing as fast as tho general educa- 
tion Is secured.

At Simmons college the plan will be 
to condense into four years a college 
course and technical Instruction in li- 
brary ' methods as well. The college 
will have a small library as a working 
model and expects in addition to secure 
special opportunities for study In one 
of the large libraries near, with possibly 
an apprenticeship later in some public 
library. 


In applied art and Industrial design it 
Is planned to devote practically all of 
the time to the practical work of the 
course, illustrating the kind of work 
for which the design la intended by ac- 
tual practice, so that the students hiay 
undprstand thoroughly the nature of 
the material unrl the necessary restric- 
tions of the designer. 


The scientific course will be adapted 


to those women who wish to devote 
themselves to medicine, nursing and 
advanced science teaching, and

study, particularly of applied science, 
will be one of the prominent features 
of the college.

To that amount should 
be added the production made during 
January, and from the sum of the 
two amounts a dividend which was 
paid on the 9th of February of $180,000 
should be deducted. 
Notwithstanding the fact that there

on the second story. The main light to 
this is by means of a colored glass domn 
in the center of tho celling.

plied that the city's records in Fre- 
mont county were not complete in de- 
tail and that tho city should file fur- 
Ithcr papers in that county In order to 
|feslabllsh its rights. It was at this 
time that City Attorney Sheafor went 
cast, and Mr. Clark asked Mr. Chew 
to defer action until Mr. Sheafor re- 
'titrncd. This the commissioner prom- 
ised to do. 


Lately, however, Mr. Chew has been 


summoned to Denver by the state 
engineer as a result of tho discussion 
in the Beaver valley. The discontent 
In the Beaver valley is due to the 
Jack of rains and the drynesa of the 
creek. 


Yesterday's rumor caused Mr. Clark 


to call up Mr. Chew again and the 
'ommiKsioncr told him that no order 
iad been issued by him in the mat- 
ter and none would be Issued until 
Mr. Sheafor returns. 
Then, if the 


city fails to show good title to the 
ivater, Mr. Chew will take action. 


Colorado Springs has title to five

JAMES H. MILLAN DIED LAST 


SATURDAY. 


James H. McMillan of Detroit, who 
has resided in this city for the past 
IS months, died at 0:20 last night at 
his homo, 30 West Dale street, which 
property he bought a short time ago. 
Mr. McMillan was 35 years of age. 


He was a son of United States Senator 
James McMillan of Michigan, and was 
one of the prominent and active busi- 
ness men .of Detroit. He was a grad- 
uate of Yale, '88, an attorney, vice pres- 
ident o£ the Detroit and 
Cleveland 
Steam Navigation company, director in 
numerous Important business enter- 
prises in Detroit, and active In all af- 
fairs for the advancement of the bus- 
iness or other interests of his native 
city. During his residence In Colorado 
Springs Mr. McMillan had made friends 
to a very large number. He will be 
mourned In this city as well as that In 
which his home had been before he 
came here, 


Mr. McMillan was believed to be im- 
proving up to a few days ago. 
He 
resided here continuously from Novem- 
ber, 1000, until February of this year, 
when physicians recommended that he 
try the climate of Arizona for a ;few 
months. Accordingly he and Mrs. Mc- 
Millan went to Arizona, Mrs. McMillan 
returning to Colorado Springs about 
April 1, however, the occasion being 
the illness of their little son, whose 
death occurred here on April 3. Imme- 
diately thereafter Mrs.McMillo-n return- 
turned to Arizona, and with Mr. McMil- 
lan went to California, where they re- 
mained until about two weeks ago. They 
returned to Colorado Springs oh April 
30. Mr. McMillan was then believed to 
be In good health, and there were even 
hopes that he might ultimately recov- 
er. On the evening of that day, how- 
ever, he suffered a hemorrhage, after 
which his decline was steady. Early 
this week relatives In Detroit 
were 


summoned, and Phillip H. McMillan, 
brother of the' deceased, accompanied 
by Cameron Currie and Clarence Car- 
penter and wife, arrived here yester- 
day, an hour before Mr. McMillan's 
death. 


Mrs. Currie, Mrs. Carpenter and Mrs. 
James H. McMillan are Bisters, all be- 
ing daughters of Alexander Lewis, one 
of the most prominent business men of 
Detroit.

Senator McMillan wired last night 


from Washington that he would meet 
the party on its arrival in Detrplt.

VISIT TO ST. PIERRE. 
Mr. C. V. Barton, who has recently 


returned to Colorado Springs after a 
trip which included most of the West 
Indies, and Is now at the Antlers, vis- 
ited during his trip the Island of Mar- 
tinique and the city of St., Pierre, the 
destruction of which, by volcanic ac- 
tion, was chronicled In 
the 
Gazette 


yesterday. 
In conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Gazette regarding: the city 
and Its surroundings, Mr. Barton made 
the following statement: 
"It was Just about three months ago 


now that I visited St. Pierre. It is a 
city about the size of, this one, approx- 
imately of 25,000 population, about four 
fifths of whom are black. It 
Is 
a 
French possession, and quite decidedly 
French In Its interests and its Insti- 
tutions. The volcano, Mt. Peleo, is 
about 4,500 foot in height above the 
level of thn oeean and tho peak is six 
or seven miles back from 
the 
city 


whU'h is on the water's edge. 
"It is a very fertile region, all trop- 


ical crops being cultivated successfully, 
sugar being the greatest production of 
the region, and it Is, on the whole, one 
of the best cultivated of the West In- 
dia Islands. The Island of Martinique 
in very mountainous, but the mountain 
sides are cultivated, the verdant fields 
being plainly visible on the high slopes 
of the mountains, when one approaches 
the shores of the Island. The French 


I are quite Interested In the welfare and 
prosperity of Martinique and the bulk 
of the product of the soil there is taken 
by France. 
"St. Pierre has no hnrbor. but it Is 
nevertheless quite a seaport. It 
Is 


merely a roacjstead but there Is con- 
siderable shipping. When I was there 
| there were six or seven ships of con- 
siderable size at anchor. From the re- 
ports published about the eruption of 
the volcano I understand that the ship- 
ping, us well as the city bus been de- 
stroyed. I do not understand why this 
| should be unless the ' catastrophe was 
exceedingly sudden."

25 of $.138,379.25. This kii'ge gain is ex- 
plained by some heavy deposits which 
have been made during the past month. 
Besides the national banks the Colo- 
rado Title & Trust company and the 
Colorado Springs Trust company carry 
heavy deposits which would bring the 
total of tho city to something beyond 
the magnificent sum of $10,000,000.

THUNDER MOUNTAINEER 


IS VISITING THE CITY.

thirty-five 
years 
a resident of the
